Muskogee, I. T., Aug.14.—It has be­ 
come apparent that the visit of Sec­ 
retary Garfield to Indian Territory is 
not altogether for the 
purpose 
of 
studying the indian problem. 
It has 
political significance. 
The secretary 
promised to visit Indian Territory’ 
when he first went into office, but 
his visit has been delayed from time 
to time, until when a hot campaign 
is on. Now his presence is being used 
by republican politicians to reach the 
full blood Indian in a manner that 
could not otherwise operate. 
No sooner was the secretary's itin­ 
erary announced thau the republican 
campaign committee announced that 
Governor Frantz 
would 
accompany 
the s e c r e t a r y and would make speech­ 
es at the Stops. 
This arrangement 
serves a double purpose. 
First, the 
secretary has ordered that all the 
full bloods be gotten out if possible 
at the time 
visits each Indian capi­ 
tal. 
Governor Frantz will also ad­ 
dress them. 
It has always been a difficult thing 
to get the full bloods out to a political 


J meeting, but this will get them there. 
In the second place the fact that 
Governor Frantz is accompanying the 


secretary will be evidence to the sim­ 
ple mind of the Indian that Governor 
Frantz is being backed by the govern­ 
ment as it is represented to them in 
the department of the interior, lf Mr. 
Garfield succeeds In convincing them 
he is their friend, as he hopes to do. 
it is a short step to believe that his 
friend Frantz is also heir friend. 
The hand of Frantz has further been 
seen in the change of plans for the 
secretary. 
Instead of traveling in a 
regular train as any other passen­ 
ger, a special car has been tendered 
and accepted for the use of the secre­ 
tary during the trip, and a special 
train will carry him to Tahlequah and 
return, and a special will carry him 
from 
Tishomingo 
to 
Tuskahoma. 
These arrangem ents were made in St. 
Louis 
by 
Commissioner 
J. 
George 
Wright who made a special trip there 
for that purpose, and it is understood 
that it was upon the recommenda­ 
tion of Gov. Frantz that the request 
was granted. 
A further change in the plan has 
been made to give the secretary one 
more day in Oklahoma Territory than 
was first announced, the secretary not 
coming to Indian Territory until Aug­ 
ust 15.

Figures on Industries. 
The manufacture of cloth and cloth­ 
ing employed the second largest num­ 
ber, or nearly 1,500,000. 
Agriculture 
came next, employing nearly 1,000,000. 
Women outnumber men in dressmak­ 
ing, millinery 
and 
the 
unclassified 
sewing trades which occupied two- 
thirds of a million workers. The only 
other trades properly so-called that 
show any such proportion of women, 
are the shirt, collar and cuff making, 
the overhall and overcoat industry and 
paper box making.

from hats to

comes to us in paper boxes, the im­

The Picture and the Story. 


F. R. Whiteslde, sorrowing over the 


painter's lack ot proper appreciation 
In the Bookman, asks why the painter 
should bo expected to paint a story, 
laying that although the painter de- 
pends upon the writer for hie widest 
publicity, the writer discusses the 
Idea, the meaning of the picture, to 
the exclusion of the qualities that to 
the painter are reason for Us exist- 
ence. "When the painter writes about 
a picture," says Mr. Whiteslde, "ha 
speaks of the qualities he sees in it, 
qualities of selection, form, color and 
composition, but has little to say about 
the- subject. The average layman 
frankly admits that be knows nothing 
about pictures; but be generally quail, 
fles hla remark with, 'I know what I 
like.' And usually that is some picture 
that he has read about, or that appeals 
to him through Its story-telling quali- 
ties. If his interest goes deeper—In- 
stead of securing his knowledge at 
first hariB from pictures themselves, 
he gets a book on 'How to Study Pic- 
tures.' written by a man untrained In 
the painter's art, unfamiliar with his 
alms, and out of sympathy with his 
point of view. A writer would be 
amply justified in vigorously object- 
ing to a painter as a reviewer ot his 
books; a musician would naturally 
protest against a sculptor as musical 
critic. The position of the painter is 
identical."

minister of public 


works, who opened the congress, in 
place of tbe/uddenly indisposed presi- 
dent of France, beyond reporting that 
ho described the modern boot as the 
basis upon which all civilized peoples 
took their stand. He was followed by 
M. Grenter of Paris, who, in a speech 
lasting only three hours, laid down the 
demands which the bootblack fraternl- 
:y is prepared to make to the nations ot 
the world, and for which he asked the 
approval of the congress. They are 
93 follows: (1) Going barefoot in rent- 
ed apartments and In rooms not whol- 
ly enclosed must be rigorously forbid- 
den; 
(2) wooden shoes are to be per- 


mitted between the hours of seven a 
m. to seven p. m. only in cities of 5,. 
000 or more inhabitants; (3) walking 
about in very dirty shoes in 
larger 


cities is forbidden under very heavy 
penalties, and (4) household servants 
are forbidden to clean shoes under 
any circumstances, this work being 
restricted to regularly examined pub- 
lic bootblacks.

Occupatioaj? 


New York.—According to the last 


census report on women at work 
la the United States, it has been 
learned 
that tbey number almost 


6,000,000, or to be very exact, 4,833,- 
630. 
Such, at least, were the figures 


at the time of the collecting of the 
last census, in 1900, and tn the ensu- 
ing seven yeara It is generally com- 
puted that they have increased^thelr 
numbers fully 2,000,000. 


In the reports of the twelfth cen- 


aus the detailed 
classification of 


bread winners, with respect to tbe 
kind of work in which they were en- 
foged, distinguishes 303 occupations. 
Women are represented In all but 
nine of these occupations. Naturally 
no women were reported as United 
Stales soldiers, sailors or marines:* 
nor were any reported as members 
Jf the fire department or aa car drlv- 
sra (though two were reported as mo- 
tormen), or aa telegraph or telephone 
linemen, or aa apprentices or helpers 
to roofers or slaters, or as helpers 
to ,steam boiler makers. 
But 
the 


reader may note with interest as well 
as surprise that there are already 
within these United States five wom- 
en pilots; that on the eteam rail- 
roads are' ten girl "baggage smash- 
era," 31 fair brakeraen, seven con"- 
ductorB, 
45 
engine 
drivers, 
26 


switchmen, yardmen and 
flagmen; 


that we have 43 carriage and hack 
drivers. 


As to New York Women. 


Theae figures represent tho status 


of working women 
of tho 
United 


States generally. What about the 
working women of New York city 
particularly? 
What are they work- 


Ing at, and why do they work? 


Are they entirely dependent^ upon 


themselves, or are they working for 
pin money or to have a good time or 
fine clothes, as Is so often charged? 
And last of all but not less interest- 
ing, 
are they married? 


Of 
the thousand 
women asked 


these questions by the New York Her- 
ald, 25 were nurses, 25 milliners, CtJ 
seamstresses and dressmakers; 100 
were paper box makers, 60 cigar mak- 
ers, 100 department store saleswom- 
en, 50 tatloresses, 50 shirtwaist mak- 
ers, 50 laundresses, a hundred type- 
writers and stenographers, a hun- 
dred teachers, a hundred workers on 
novelty goods and workers" in fac- 
tories of various sorts, such aa tin 
can making, bonnet making, artifi- 
cial flower making, etc. 


Nine hundred and twenty-five 
an- 


swers were received, from which the 
following facts are deduced: 


The working women of New York 


city are as a general thing working 
not for pin money or to give them an 
Increase in the luxuries of life, but 
because they have to work to keep 
themselves and perhaps others from 
•tarvation. 


Working women of New York city 


do not took upon marriage as tho un- 
mixed blessing, the greut and only 
end of woman. While not adverse to 
It on general principles, she does not 
accept it either with the eagerness or 
the complacency which the working 
women of a generation ago did un- 
der tho same conditions. 


Testimony of Woman. 
• No better or surer proof of these 
generalizations could be offered than 
the words of the women and girls 
themselves upon the subject. 


"I am a laundress," writes one 


woman in a two-page communication 
accompanying the blank report aent 
to her. "I am a laundress and I am 
not on the job for my health. 
To 


piece out'other Income! 
Well, 1 


guess not. J am working because if 
I didn't my three kids would be in 
the Protectory and I'd be. God knows 
where. Yea, I'm married. I'm mar- 
ried to a man who has never been 
•able tb get along very well, though 
he ain't a drinking man and he has 
no bud habits except he's lazy." 


"I am a paper box maker and I 


work because I have to support my- 
self and my sick mother and 
two 


younger children, which 1 manage to 
do by sewing nights on special work 
for a department store," writes a girl 
who further appends at the bottom 
of the blank a statement- ot 
her 


age, 23. 


Many Lev* Thalr Work. 


Answers such a* „ these were re- 


ceived, not by the acore but by the 
hundred, as ID almost every instance 
the women not only took the trouble 
to answer tbe question* pat to them, 
but to elaborate their repli** with a 
tick embroidery of p*r*onal d*Uil 
fart had keen tolu nnlteped tor. u4 


which proves of

gathering a table ot statistics of this 
kind. In, the case ot 210 of the re- 
plies Jhe 
correspondents 
express 


themselves vigorously on the ques- 
tion of why they are at work. Twen- 
ty-two of this number declare In con- 
siderable detail thai they work be- 
cause tbey love to work, and they 
would do so anyway whether they 
had to or not. The other 188 express 
the very opposite sentiment. They 
are working, as their letters reveal, 
often from stern and bitter necessity 
and not at all from choice. All but 
37 of tbe 210 are supporting other 
people besides -themselves. 
Of the 


total 925 who answered the question 
807 supported, either entirely or in 
part, either a father or a mother, 
younger brothers or sistera, or, where 
married, children, or children and bus- 
band. Of the $25, ten confessed to 
supporting lazy husbands, and 15 wcio 
married to men either invalids or 
semi-Invalids, whom they supported 
either entirely or during certain por- 
tions of the time. There were 240 
married women altogether, and out- 
side of those who supported .their hus- 
bands either entirely or In part all the 
rest stated that their earnings were es- 
sential to piece out the husband's and 
father's wage. 


Of the 4,833,630 women reported as 


engaged in gainful occupations at the 
time of the twelfth census, 1,121,383, 
or almost one-fourth of the total num- 
ber, 
were returned as servants. 
Tbe 


next most important occupation is 
that of farm laborer, and the number 
of women reported as following this 
occupation was 456,405. It is pointed 
out that 442,006 of tbese female farm 
laborers were reported from the south- 
ern states and that 361,804, or 79.3 per 
cent, of the total number, were of the 
negro race. Also, 277,727, or 80.9 per 
cent, of the total number, were mem- 
bers of tho farmers' families, repre- 
senting the wives and grown-up daugh- 
ters, assisting in the 
work on the 


homo farms.

The Herald Is doing an excellent 


work in endeavoring to find out facts 
about working women from the wom- 
en themselves. Usually the last person 
consulted on the subject of industrial 
conditions Is tho worker, the one who, 
by ail rights, knows most about It, 
When I hear of an Investigation I 
tremble. People collect aucli one-sid- 
ed evidence and proceed to issue re- 
ports which- are accepted as gospel the 
moment they are nicely set up in typo 
and bound in light green with a few 
prominent names on the title page. 
Meanwhile tho situation of tho un- 
named workers who are holding tip the 
platform for us to str'it on remains aa 
before. 


Most Striking Point. 


One thing strikes me at once in 


looking over the reports, and that Is 
that, with pitifully feiv exceptions, tho 
women are working without joy In 
their labor and 
working not 
from 


choice but from stern necessity. I he- 
lleve that these returns, too, represent 
truly the state of mind of the vast 
majority of working women of Amer- 
ica—that wo have in this land of the 
free fully 6,000,000 women to-day In 
gainful occupations driven and bound 
to work from which they shrink with 
all their souls. That IB why I am ac- 
customed to apeak ot It as slavery. 


It is not necessary to produce fig- 


ures to show that tbe average wage 
earned by women and girls in New 
York ia not sufficient for them to live 
on properly. What sense is there In 
spending a year's work in finding out 
what sort of a life a working girl can 
live on six dollars per week, when 
there is such a crying need of spend- 
ing that year .in some effort to raise 
that wage—a wage whicli Is breeding 
conditions dangerous alike both to this 
and succeeding generations? Nowt an 
to the statistics of the government ex- 
perts, wo have nothing later 
than 


1000, and even at that time they were 
Inadequate. We aro not to have an- 
other full report until 1912. Accord- 
Ing to the laat census report, taken 
seven yeara ago, 4,833,630 women over 
16 -years were employed in gainful oc- 
cupations. Tbla number does not In- 
cliple girls under 16, who crowd every 
trade and line of work, and it doea 
not'Include the women and young 
.Stria and children who work In their 
own homes. About 6,000,000 women 
cad girls, or U per cent ot the total 
temaje population In 1900.- inoludlni 
•Me mrter M, worked lor pay, ud 
I beUet* tk«t M leut a thltd e»alr 


M tnanr would b« found to-day. Then* 
U a TMt and erer-increanlng army of 
women and g^rla practically enslaved 
by our present Industrial conditions. 
The largest cumber of women in 190* 
employed for pay wore In domestic 
and personal service, or morn than 
2,000,000. 


FlgiirM on Industries. 


The manufacture of cloth.and cloth- 


Ing employed the second largest num- 
ber, or nearly 1,500,000. 
Agriculture 


came next, employing nearly 1,000,000. 
W.omen outnumber men In dressmak- 
ing, millinery and the 
unclassified 


sewing trades which occupied two- 
thirds of a million workers. The only 
other trades properly so-called that 
show any such proportion of women, 
are the shirt, collar and cuff making, 
the overball and overcoat .Industry and 
paper box making. Since nearly every- 
thing we buy 
from hats to shoes, 


comes to us In paper boxes, the Im- 
portance of the latter trade can be 
easily estimated; 82 per cent, of l(f 
workers are women. The other indus- 
tries show smaller proportions ot wom- 
en Jn 1900. However, among tobacco 
and cigar operators, two-thirds aro 
women, and of the bookbinders more 
than half. Of those engaged In the 
nursing profession 90 per cent, were 
women; in laundering, 85 per cent., 
and in domestic service, 82 [«r cent. 
The only remaining Important^ occu- 
pations given over largely to women 
were stenography 
and typewriting, 


with 77 per cent., and teaching with 
73 per cent, women. It was quite 
natural that women should follow the 
domestic occupations, as they went 
out of their own homes, .and then 
turned next to such ladylike work aa 
a secretaryship, clerkship or teaching. 
But even In 1900 they had invaded all 
but nine of the 
303 occupations in 


which men are engaged in this coun- 
try. 


Would Increase Woman's Sphere. 


And why not? Is there any reason 


why they should not Invade all those 
remaining nine, with perhaps the sin- 
gle exception ot war,. In which. It is to 
be hoped women will be occupied in 
preventing rather than in producing? 
I see no logical reason why healthy, 
husky women should not be engaged 
in brldgemaklng as well as In wash- 
Ing and scrubbing. Is her arm not aa 
strong for roofing as for houseclean- 
Ing, or for carrying babies or coal, or 
the scores of other feats of strength 
and endurance which she Is now en- 
gaged in? 


Among the most Important and typ- 


ical occupations of women,. with two 
exceptions, almost 
one-third 
were 


more than 25 years of age and yet un- 
married. To me that fact seems not 
entirely to be deplored. I am a strong. 
believer in the theory embodied in Ib- 
sen's "Doll's House"—that a woman 
cannot he a good w'ifc and-mother un- 
til she Is first a self-reliant, self-coin- 
prehendiog individual. How can she 
understand her husband's large strug- 
gles unless she herself has had strug- 
gles? How can she lead her sons tn 
true paths of life if she is lost or shut 
away from the larger lite? 


Married Women Who Work. 


Now, 
about women who work after 


marriage. Roughly we might say that 
In 1900 two-thirds of the dressmakers 
and seamstresses remained at work 
after marriage, as well as nearly hall 
of the cotton mill and tobacco factory 
operatives, boot and shoe workers, 
taiioresses and milliners. As condi- 
tions are now, with low wages, these 
cannot afford to pay for the propet 
care of their children while they them 
selves are at work, and tho condition 
of the children of married working 
women is often deplorable—such at 
will breed disease, vice and crime 
when they reach maturity. To see the 
"little mother" lugging the filthy ba 
bies through the hideous streets of o 
cotton mill town and Into the black 
dingy, foul tenement houses to devoui 
a miserably cooked meal is to see : 
picture never to be forgotten. 


Reforms Suggested. 


It may seem very materialistic, bu' 


to me it seems of first importance th:r 
wages should be high enough to make 
it possible to keep the rane upon thi 
earth, with proper food and sufflclen. 
clothing. 
In 3900 one-fourth of nl 


women In bakeries and an equal num 
ber in glass factories, though mor< 
than 16 years old, received only an av 
erog« of $3.50 a week, the year round 
while In the manufacturing of cloth 
Ing the same proportion were paic 
IUSB than three dollars a week. And 
yet we wonder that women are tempt- 
ed by tbe comforts and luxuries wltt. 
which vicious men are ever ready tc 
lure them. 


What la to be done? 
W'c must get at the facts, by scien- 


tific Investigation, make those fasts 
familiar to the public, encourage loss's 
latlori, even 
constitutional amend- 


ments. If need be, and last, and most 
important and essential ot all, heU> 
the organization of women into trades 
unions. 


To the argument so often 
offered 


that women cannot be unionized 1 can 
only reply that women aro organized 
to-duy, and organised moat successful- 
ly, not In one or two, but In a score 01 
more trades and professions. 
I be- 


lieve it ia not exaggerating to say 
that more than 50,000 women are pay- 
Ing dues'to trades organizations t(v 
day. 
Indeed, the women's trade* 


union naa ceased to be a novelty, and 
It must be only a matter ot a few 
years before the trades union woman 
will be the role rather than tbe excep- 
tion among the millions ot her *ex 
who toll for their dally bread and that 
et their children.
